Gun Battle Leaves

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 30—(UP)—Screaming women 
shoppers fled in panic Tuesday as a man stalked into a lead- 
ing downtown department store, killed his estranged wife 
and wounded four bystanders before the accurate fire of a 
policeman halted his shotgun barrage. 

Robert Horner, 49, despondent over poor health and ap- 
parently determined to kill his! 
wife and end his own life, ap- 
proached Mra. Gertrude Horner, 
31, at the basement lunch counter 
of Lowenstein’s, said “Hey!” and 
then began firing with an auto- 
matic shotgun, Police Chief Car. 
roll Seabrook reported, 

The first blast fatally wounded 
Mrs. Horner, who was working as 
a waitress, and cut down two wom- 
en shoppers. Horner fired again 
and two more shoppers went down 
under the rain of buckshot.

‘Shoot on Sight’ Order 
Backs Tel Aviv Curfew 
In Hunt for Terrorists 


TEL AVIV, Palestine, July 30— 
(UP)—Fifteen thousand British 
soldiers held the modern Jewish 
city of Tel Aviv under a practical 
state of siege Tuesday night, and 
seized hundreds of Jews for ques- 
tioning about the terrorist bomb- 
ing of the King David Hotel and 
other outrages, 

It was the largest military oper- 
ation ever undertaken by the Brit- 
ish in the Holy Land. They 
clamped a curfew, expected to last 
four days, upon Tel Aviv and 
warned its 200,000 residents that 
they would be shot on sight if 
they left their homes. The only | 
exceptions were Jews under Army 
guard and a two-hour perlod a 
day when Jews may go out to 
buy food.

Rep. John J. Sparkman piled up a heavy lead over four opponents 
last. night in the race for United States Senator from Alabama, and 
appeared to have a good chance to clinch the job without the neces 


sity of a run-off election Aug, 27. 
With 1,504 of 2,360 polling places 
reporting on the Democratic pri- 
mary election to fill the Senate

Tennessee is moving in toward the finish wire of a campaign 
not unique in the Volunteer State. 

They are again trying to beat Ed Crump, the aging boss of 
Shelby County’s machine. 

But, as the boys say, “The hell of it is they always seem to 
go bear huntin’ with a switch when they go after Mr. Crump.” 

This time they have young Ned Carmack. He is not a switch, 
by any means, being a patient, plodding campaigner with. a good 
name and a following. He has done nothing to smirch the name 
his father left him. It is a name that still brings tears to the eyes 
of some of the old-timers in Tennessee politics who were on the 
side of Ned Carmack the elder. Real loyalties never die. Many 
an old man and woman in Tennessee is counting heavily on seeing 
Edward Carmack waiting beside the Golden Gate when they check 
in. And they expect, too, to hear the golden organ peal of his 
voice which made him one of the great orators of his day. 

Edward Carmack was killed by pistol fire from the rival Cooper 
brothers. His body was hardly cold at the mortuary’s before the 
Coopers were pardoned. Legend has it the Coopers had the pardon 
in their pocket when they fired the shots. I knew, as a young 
police reporter, a jailer who swore he saw one of the Cooper's 
produce the pardon. 

Young Ned, who is in his forties now, has not his father’s gift 
with words. But he is a fighter who has remained true to what 
he conceives his father’s ideas would be in today’s politics. 


In 1942 Ned Carmack ran well ahead of the junior 
Mr. Crump Senator, Tom Stewart. He “went to the river,” 
as they say in Tennessee, with a majority of about 15,000 votes. 
Shelby produced, in the mass production plant of Mr. Crump, some- 
thing more than 50,000 votes for Sen. Stewart. 

This time, though, there is a very real difference. Young Ned 
Carmack is running against Kenneth D. McKellar, 76 years old, 
a United States Senator for 30 years and before that Congressman 
for six, 

McKellar himself is a living legend. The advocates of TVA 
have had to fight him constantly to keep patronage out of the 
setup and to avoid an annual fight for appropriations. The CIO 
dislikes him very much. There are many others, too, who would 
like to see the Crump machine smashed, 

But in 36 years K. D. McKellar has done a lot of favors for a 
great many people. And the fight has become not one between 
McKellar and Carmack, but one between Carmack and Crump. 
In full-page ads, filled. with violent invectives and personalities, 
Mr. Crump has had his say. Carmack has answered back in kind. 
They are using epithets and phrases which make anything in the 
recent Georgia or Mississippi campaigns seem like cream bonbons 
done up in ribbons. 

The Nashville Tennessean, which hasn't much hope of victory in 
the campaign Thursday—-which never did have, in fact-——chose to 
make the fight because it thought it ought to be and needed to be 
made, Most of the other papers are with McKellar. 

The CIO, which claims 24,000 votes in Shelby County, is de 
manding a fair count. It has been a long time since any candidate 
opposing Mr, Crump got anything like that many votes in Shelby. 

Mr. Crump reportedly has made a deal with the Republican 
organization, really strong in many sections of East Tennessee, 
to go along with him against the CIO. So, an air of resignation 
runs through Tennessee, 


I remember campaigning with K. D. McKellar 
Vote-Getter many years ago; sleeping with him in railroad 
hotels and country boarding houses—-getting “accommodation” 
trains at 5 a. m.—leaping from a Model T Ford when brakes failed 
on a steep hill going down to the Caney Fork River ferry out of 
Sparta—the people know him.

You pass through Monroe en route to Athens from Atlanta by 
the best and most direct route. Thousands of Atlantans have ad 
mired its pleasant homes as they have driven through to and from 
Athens for the football games in the Fall or for other reasons. 

We have stopped many times in Monroe for a cup of coffee, 
a soft drink, ice cream or other refreshment when driving. It has 
been pleasant to park in the shade of the old trees around the 
Courthouse, to enter the busy, pleasant drug store and order drinks 
from the fountain. We have peer coffee in the little restaurant 
late at night, tired as we neared the end of a long trip. 

Now, though, I don’t think we'll be pausing there so often. Not 
for drinks nor for gasoline, if we have'a gallon or three in the 
tank to carry us to the next service station. 

For there will be, as we drive through Walton County, always 
the memory of the horror of last week. That memory will be an 
evil, a depressing thing and we'll want to get beyond the county 
line as quickly as we can.

Adjournment Prevents 
Anti-Lynching Bill

Federal anti-lynch law.

No similar incident in recent years has so aroused Congress as 
the one at Monroe. 


There is tittle doubt that swift action would be forthcoming on 
an anti-lyneh bill, if Congress were not on the verge of adjourn- 
ment. It would probably be more drastic than anything of the 
kind yet proposed. 

As it is, the subject seems certain to be revived with great force 
when the new Congress convenes. January will be the next meet- 
ing date, unless the need for emergency legislation forces a special 
session in the interim 

During the past 20 years Southern Congressmen have had to 
be continually on the alert to prevent passage of stringent laws 
aimed at lynching. One of the first was the so-called Lodge Force 
Bill, proposed back in the daysof the Harding administration. 

None of the bills has ever succeeded in reaching a final vote in 
the Senate. Southern Senators have been able to ward-off a vote 
by the use of filibuster tactics. In this they have been aided by 
outside members who generally saw in the bills a political maneuver. 


Liberal elements of the country, particularly 
Demands Grow those embracing Negro memberships, have 
long put up a clamor for a Federal anti-lynch law. The demands 
have grown more vociferous with each new incident of mob 
violence, whether it was in the South or elsewhere. 

But the inspiration of all such bills has generally been some 
incident in the South. Southern Congressmen have protested that 
the law was aimed especially at their section. 

What Southern Congressmen have objected to most in the bills 
was a provision giving the Federal Government authority to step 
into the case with its own investigators and prosecutors when State 
authorities failed to apprehend the instigators of lynchings 

That would mean that Federal authority would supersede State 
officials in cases of the kind. The FBI would .be empowered to 
act, and the FBI usually gets ita man. Moreover, trial would be 
in the Federal rather than in the State courts. 

The South has been saved from drastic anti-lynch laws in the 
past only by virtue of the success of Southern members in waging 
filibusters. 

These filibusters could not have been con Fred with any de 
gree of success, except for the tacit aid lent by other outside 
Senators in refusing to invoke cloture, the rule by which a limita- 


tion is placed on senatorial debate. 

4 Anv one of the various anti-lynch bills would have 
Filibuster commanded a majority in the past, if cloture had 
been imposed on debate. The bills were talked to death by the 
lack of cloture. The filibuster is the thing that has saved the 
section from the stringent provisions of such measures. 

But so heinous was the crime committed near Monroe last week 
that it is doubtful that the old standards would prevail in the Sen- 
ate. The South has lost many of its former friends because of the 
terrible incident in Georgia. 

It was not merely that another lynching had taken place. Nor 
was it entirely that this marked the first multiple lynching that 
has occurred in a number of years. If it had been a mob out- 
break resulting from the usual crime of rape, the circumstances 
might have been different. 

It is fortunate for the South that Congress is on the verge of 
adjournment. An anti-lynch bill cannot be taken up because it 
would delay the program for adjournment indefinitely. 

Otherwise there would be certain to arise the most determined 
demands that have yet been heard for an all-embracing law on 
the subject of lynching. And the bill, this time, would be sure to 
pass. No filibuster could stand up against the sense of outraged 
justice that prevails in Congress as a result of the Monroe incident.

G] Take off chunky, blue-cyed W. C, Teague, 33, and his slen- 
der, sunburned brother, Earl, 25, started their airline last August 
with one five place twin-engine Cessna plane, they flew 26,000 pas- 
senger miles in the first month, Last month they flew 2,200,000 
passenger miles with two Cessnas and an Army-surplus Douglas 
they fixed up to haul 27 passengers. They have now got eight 
pilots flying for them, all of them ex-Army and Navy pilots, and

You can tell they are ex-Gis by the feel of the plane on the 
takeoff. They get ‘em up off the ground fast in a steeper climb 
than the big airline pilots use and then they put the nose down and 
let her pick up flying speed so they can go on one engine if they 
have to.

ences dictate. The important first 
step is this matter of getting the 
seedbed ready and thus getting 
our land in shape to plant early. 
All the research men agree that 
early planting is vital to securing 
a Vigorous Winter pasture. Spring 
grazing may be had from sowing 
crimson clover, manganese clover, 
or Caley peas, on the Summer 
grass sods, but Winter grazing 
must come, if at all, from freshly 
prepared land which has been 
well fertilized and planted early 
enough to get the late Summer 
rains. 

We have a number of excellent 
Winter and Spring grazing crops 
here in Georgia; and their selec- 
tion is largely a matter of per- 
sonal choice. ° Some farmers use a 
combination of oats, wheat, barley, 
and crimson clover, Others use 


this same combination but substi- 
tute vetch for the crimson clover. 
Some plant only rye, others man 
ganese clover by itself. Of recent 


years, such specialists as Dr. Mil- 


ton Jarnigan, of the University of 
Georgia, and Mr. R. R,. Stewart, 
of Sharpsburg, have gone in for a 
combination of Italian rye grass 
and a hard-seeded variety of crim- 
son clover. By getting this com- 
bination in early, there is provided 
the Winter grazing which all farm- 
efs need so badly. 

Our friends, Mr. and Mrs. J. W. 
Hicks, of Marietta, have a series 
of Winter crops which provide 
year-round grazing. These include 
Kentucky blucgrass, a crop which 
many of us would like to grow 
but fail to make it endure our hot 
Summers and dry Falls. Once the 
land is rich in lime and phosphor- 
ous, the bluegrass will thrive, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hicks, Soil Con- 


Milledgeville, tells us that the 
Kentucky 31 fescue grass, in Put- 
nam County, came through aplen-. 
didly this past Summer and that 


ing the Summer months. While

The use of fertilizer is proving 
of great importance in the matter 
of securing Winter growths of 
feed crops. Top-dressing with ni- 
trogenoys fertilizers is 
step of prime importance, Early 
preparation of the seedbed and 
early planting, complete the suc- 
cessful routine. It has taken us 
a long time to produce year-round 
pastures but it now appears. we 
have the, secret Nothing will 
mean more to Georgii than the 
adoption of this program by all 
livestock farmers.
